Defying geography and out- 
ward appearances, the little 
restaurant appeals to customers 
from struggling college students 
. to millionaires. Word of mouth 
..has drawn visitors from as far 
aiyay asNew Zealand. 

Even those who rarely went 
there felt better just knowing it 
was there, and its dosing will 
leave a void in many lives. 

“It’s heartbreaking,” (nistomcr 
Shelly Albrecht said. ‘'Pm going 
as many times as I con before it 
doses. It’s everything you want 
In a restaurant - friendly, dean, 

. great atmosphere and great food. 

I don’t know what people arc 
going to- d o- w itltout it.” 

The restaurant is closing 
because -its owner is (uchausted. 
Customers don’t see the work 
involved in keeping a restaurant 
open three days a week. 

Conlin, who is 47I‘'spends 
Mondays doing the books, 
Tuesdays in Boise shopping to 
restock the kitchen, Wednesdoys 
raking deliveries and dcanlng, 
Thursdays doing prep work in 


llie kitchen and Friday tluough 
Sunday behind the stove while 
the restaurant is serving cus- 
tomers. 

A typical work week is 70 to 90 
hours. 

Financially, the timing of the 
closure couldn't be worse. 
Busine.ss is booming nt tiny 
Danskin Station, whidi is having 
its best year ever. Conlin hn.sn't 
had to advertise in two years. 

This year’s business is up 
S.SO.OOO from 1997, the previous 
record. 

"It’.s gotten too hig," she .said. 
“I’m just physically tired. We 
take one week off a year, and 
then I spend half my time on the 
phone ordering and making sure 
everything is covered here. 1 
h.ive a 14-year-old boy I want to 
spend .some time with. I tvam to 
be able to go to plays again. I 
want to have a life." 

Her life as a chef began in the 
East, whcKC she svorked at 
Italian and French restaurants. A 
former chef at Boise’s Blue Note 
Cafe, site and her husband, Jim, 
bought Danskin Station ^ 1982. 

Re runs a cabinet-malong shop 
out of their honfe, just down the 
liill from the restaurant. . 

■ Named after a ium-of-oie<cn- 
tuty horseman and hog rancher, 
Danskin Station has been a 
restaurant since the 1950s, when 
it catered to loggers who fre- 
quT:ntcd the Garden Valley- 
Lowmon road. 

Conlin started out cooking elk 
burgers and chili and steadily 
pushed the envelope. 

The first clues that Danskin 
Station isn’t a typical mountain 
cafe are the bottles'of Pouilly 
Fuisse, Vouvray and other 
imported wines In a case near 
die front door. 

One look at the menu cemfirms 
suspicions that the elk chili is a' 
memory. The closest thing is 


Cuban black beans and rice, fla- 
vored with cumin, onions, corian- 
der, garlic and cayenne and gar- 
nished with scallions, sour cream 
and tontatocs. 

Conlin's cliickcit^arcngo is 
served witli shallots., mushiooms, 
tomato bits and garlic in a wine 
and cream sauce, garnished witli 
slirimp. Seafood entrees nm the 
gamut from* Idaho blue channel 
catfish to Mexican shrimp bro- 
clicttc. - ... 

“It’s fcMd you wouldn't c.Tpecc 
,in a place tike that,” Danskin 
dinei* Nancy Herring said. "I love 
the Copper River salmon, wliich 
is only available in May and 
June. I love the vegetable p.'ista, 
the Szechwan dressing, the 
chocolat po du creme, the 
Bananas Foster - it’s all good. I 
don't think they make anything 
bad.” 

Boiscan Sharon Florence calls 
the little restaurant by the South 
Fork of the Payette River “a per- 
fect package. It’s a beautiful, 
relaxing setting in the moun- 
tains. We’ve seen deer, elk and 
moose there, and the food is 
excellent. They have unique, 
homemade dishes, the prices arc 
reasoruiblc, and the presentation 
is wonderful. There’s just noth- 
ing wrong with the place. I hate 
to sec it go, but at least they’re 
putting out a cookbook” 

- The cookbook should be out by 
spring. Conlin already has page 
after page filled with names of 
customers interested in buying a 
copy. 

“It's a chance for everybody to 
get the blue cheese vinaigrette 
recipe," she said. “That’s the 
only one we’ve never glveaout.” 
She smOed as she recalled the 
phases of her life ns a mountain 
restaurateur. 

IFirst it was kayakers, youiig 
people without any money. 
Tiicy’d order bread and water 


over and over and sliowcr by hos- 
ing themselves doivn in our bath- 
room. 

"Then it was older kayakers 
who could order real mcal.s and 
actually pay for tltem. Then it 
was yuppies, which was just a 
nightmare. People who’d read 
too many 'Bon Appetits.’ They 
didn’t come to have a good time; 
they came to be negative. Then it 
was a lot of seniors, and then wc 
edvL-riised in the-Boise Weekly 
and got n lot of gays and les- 
bians. Now it’s a little bit of 
cvery’body." 

Until New Year’s Eve, when, 
the nowhere cafe pours its last 
glass of wine and ends an era. 
Tlicn Conlin is planning a new 
<mrcer as u hair stylist in Garden ' 
Valley. The restaurant will be 
converted to a sliowroom for her 
• husbond’scablnetry. 

What made rustic. Danskin 
Stotion a place where half of 
Idalio seemed to have dined? 

"it’s a nice drive,” Conlin said. 
"People tell friends who are 
going to be in the area to be sure 
and moke the loop drive and eat 
at this place. They say it’s l^da’ 
scary on the outside, but once 
you get in dte door, it’s all right.” 
"nje food isn’t a factor? 

"The food’s port of it, but fcx>d 
isn’t the majority of the restau- 
rant experience. Most of it’s 
atmosphere and attitude. If you ' 
go to a place where the food’s 
great and the attitude stinks, you 
. don’t tvant to go back. 

“Our crew has alwoys had n 
great ottitude. Wc have fun, and 
people like that. We've hod peo- 
ple who have come here on first 
dates, come back to pop the 
question and came bock a^ln to 
celebrate their onniversari^ It’s 
things like that that make it so 
sad to be clos^. It’s one of the j 
hardest decisions live, ever - i 
made.”

j the AMT, possibly wipinR out 
.3 the benefits from the deductions 
J' this year and next. The AMT 
« could raise this year’s iaxe.s 
0 cnouftii to eliminate the deduc- 
tions’ benefit, while clairtinR 
them this year would mean you 
couldn’t claim them next year 
when you miglit Rct the full ben- 
- efit... - 

At the same time, these traps 
Can cn.-!nare taxpayers who don’t 
try anytliing fancy, just bccau.se 
in the ordinary course of tilings 
their income or deductions pass 
some tlifcshold. 

In fact, the AMT, originally 
designed to prevent ridi people 
from escaping income taxes 
througli the use of tax “prefer- 
ences" (often called loopholes), 
has evolved into a serious tluxrat 
to the upper middle class. Not 
long ago, a family with an adjust- 
ed gross income of about $83,000 
and a large number of cliildren 
was found liable for the AMT 
even though they hadn’t 
employed anything that normally 
would be seen as a loophole. 

The AMT is both on economic 
and & paperwork headache. 

It imposes o fist rate of 26 per- 
cent on income below $175,000 
and 28 peiecnt on income abme 
$175,000. Taxpayers must pay it 
if their AMT tax - a tax calculat- 
ed after backing out various 
“loophole" deductions, .such as ' 
' state income and local property 
taxes and personal exemptions, 
and including things such as 
interest on certain tax-exempt 
bonds - exceeds their regular tax 
That means doing two sets of 
calculations even if it turns out 
you don’t have to pay it. 

There is one piece of good 
news about the AMT, however. 
Congress at the last minute did 
restore a provision that protects 
several famUy-oriented tax cred- 
its, such as the child-carc credit, 
from the AMT. That protection 
had been in the law for 1998 but 
had expired. 

So - what to do between now 
and Friday? 

Begin by at least cyeballing 
your tax situation, Including, if 
you have a lot of deductions, a 
rough cut at the AMT to sec if it's 
going to be a threat. If you expect 
your tax race next year to be 
about the same as this year's, 
then you should consider acceler- 
ating any deductions you con. 

You can do this by prepaying 
such items as the last installment 
of state and local estimated 
income taxes, real estate taxes 
and charitable do^dons you had 
planned to make. ' 

Deferring income is tough for 
salaried workers, but if you expea 
a yearend bonus, you may be able 
to persuade your employer to put 
it off a week, thus causing it to be 
reported as ^)00 income. . 

Next, look at other income you 


may have, For exaniple, if you 
have .subsianiial capital gains tliis 
year, you can consider selling 
losers, if you have any, to offset 
those gains. In addition, .such . 
losers can be ased to offset up lo 
$3,000 of ordinary income as 
well. 

Unfortunately for investors 
who would like to lock in a gain 
' tills year but defer recognition 
until 2000, Congress has sharply 
tightened the rules on selling 
sliort ogjiinst the box. 

Tlus strategy involved borrow- 
ing .securities equivalent to the 
ones you have and selling them 
now, ilicn delivering the ones you • 
own to repay tlTp loan ne« year. 

. In the past you could defer recog- 
nition of the income until tho 
whole deal was complete, but 
now in many cosc-s the income is 
recognized when you cmcr a 
short position holding essentially 
idcndcul securities. It’s still possi- 
ble to use tltis strategy, but week 
carefully before crying it. 

Other things you con do: 

• Bunchy certain deductions. 
Both medical expenses and mis- 
cellaneous business expenses 
become deductible only when 
they exceed certain thresholds. If 
you have had or are expecting 
substantial expenses of these 
sorts, check to see if paying those 
that are outstanding would 
cnobicyou to get a deduction this 
year, or if putting them off woulcl 
create a dcducu^(}n next year. If 
you’re married and ihe.expcnses 
ore attributable to one spouse, 
also sec if filing separately would 
give that spouse a wortliwhiic 
deduction. 

• Giv^ appreciated securities 
CO charity. If you intend to malu 
a gift to a charity anyway, donat- 
ing appreciated securities you 
have held more chan one year 
allows you to write off the full 
current value, subject to certain 
limitations, so you're often better 
off 'doing chat chan selling the 
securities, paying tax and then 
giving the cash. 

Note that if you donate securi- 
ties you have held less than a - 
year, your deduction is the lesser 
of what you paid or current mar- 
ket value. With such a donation 
you would lose cither the benefit 
of the appreciation or a loss tluit 
you could have deducted. 

■ Setting up a Keogh retire- 
ment plan if you have self- 
employment income. The dead- 
line is Dec. 31 for setting up the ' • 
plan, though the money doesn’t 
have to be contributed until iho 
due date of your return. 

• Making a {dft of up to $10,D(X) 

($20, (XX) for a married couple) to' ' 
a child or grandchild. Su'clT^llCS 
don't reduce your income tax but 
they arc not subject to gift taxes 
and can be used to move money 
out of your estate into the hands 
of younger family members' tax- 
free.

the “00" date in their systems 
mcaas it’s 1900, not 2000.* 

Officials say they're convinced 
that they’ve patched all the criti- 
cal, software problems, and any 
new ones discovered next week 
will be quickly repaired. 

Biology CD 
cuts to the 
solution 


The Internet Society's Los 
Angeles dinpter is working with 
a host of other groups as part of 
the Y2K Cyber Assurance 
National Information Center, an 
effort coordinated by the White- 
House to monitor and report on 
.Y2K-rclaccd Internet and com- 
puter problems around the 
world. . 

The world’s top gcek.s say no 
serious problems arc c.Ypccted on 
the Internet, thougli some gUtdi- 
es will doubtless crop up. 

But it's important to remember 
that the Internet can be pretty 
buggy on an average day. Users 
arc painfully accustomed to Web 
sites that operate at subsnail 
speeds and e-mail that mysteri- 
ously bounces back from perfect- 
ly valid addresses. 

Experts fear that any glitch in 
the works after 1999 will be 
attributed to the Y2K bug. which 
is why they are cmpha.sizlng the 
need for everybody to remain 
calm. 

Todd and an army of higli-tcch 
gurus will be watching the 
Internet very closely to correct' 
any problems before they snow- 
boll into an avalanche. Their 
nightmare scenario is that a 
bunch of small failures lead to 
other, larger failures that could 


guar 


theoretically bring any sy.stcm 
involved to .'i grinding halt. 

The c.xpcrts say that’s not 
going to happea "nic portion of 
tltc lntemet in the United States 
is considered extremely Y2K- 
compliunt. The international 
pieces of the Net do face some 
proWems. But even if a wave of 
failures starts building overseas, 
the ubcrgccks-who’ll be monitor- 
ing things wUl try to isolate the 

problem until it’s fixed. 

A liny number of U.S. institu- 
tions arc being extremely cau- 
tious and aciti^y disconnecting 
from the Internet on. New Year’s 
Day. Even the federal Office of 
Personnel Management plans to 
pull the plug for a few hours, 
depriving federal employees of 
access to electronic information 
about their benefits for a few 
hours. - 

Princeton University will also 
be off the Imcmei from 11 p.m. 
Dec 31 until 6 ajn.' Jan. 1. “Tlie 
university is closed for the week- 
end anyway," said Ira H. Fuchs, 
vice president for computing and 
information technology at 
Princeton. “I certainly think 
we’re prepared in terms of our 
otvn systems and Y2K stuff. But 
since we're closed, what's the 
harm?"
